The University of Virginia has been
tbrown open to woman. For the last
two years the fizht has been going on
in that State. This is the first SBouth-
ern University that bas uvpened the
doors to woman. By degrees all the
higher colleges will receive young
women. The tendency is in that direc-
tion. Our female colleges are not en-
dowed. They have to be supported by
toition fees. It is always important
that these fees are large. Hence much
attention is paid to musie, art and al]
those branches that come in the list of
accomplishments. Three-fourths of the
girls dewand such training. Their par-
refer their daughters to become

or work;"the rol
to blame. Now and them - there
girls whe do not wish to learn musj
and painting and all those little attrae-
tive arts, but they wish to enter ona
vigorons course of stady which will lay
the foundation fora Hberal education.
For this reason colleges of high grade
and Universities will be thrown open to
young women. This will not interfere
with the Female Colleges. For the
balance of the century there will be
very few girls in this Btate that will
take a four years course ina college.
‘Want of preparation willbe in the way.
The eurriculum in our schools is not
such asto prepare girls for admission
into Colleges or Universities, so our
parents need not be alarmed because
eo-education is promised in the Colleges.
The Presidents of our Female Colleges
need not fear that their patronage will
be diminished, because the number ap-
plying for admission will be very small
but co-edueation is coming and we
might as well get ready for it.
Collegiate training is more needed in
Sauth Carolina than it ever has been.
The tendepey in matters educational
is to the superficial, .or the bnsiness
training. All thatis very well. That sl
better than no edueation at all, bat if
we are to have men and women [n the
first half of the next Cemtary who pos-
sess a liberal education they will not
come from the training and technical
schools, The foundation must be laid
in that thorough training of the mind
secured through the study of language.
literature, mathematics and he sciences.
The one Who is ignorant of Greek and
Roman literature, however much he
may know about other things, cannot
lay ¢lnim to a liberal eduecation. Ita
few girls in the next decade, should en-
ter Colleges there need be no cause for
alarm. Neither sex will be unsexed
thereby, nor will the ordinary educa-
tional methods ke disturbed.

In the last issue of your paper, I
gpoke of the probabtiity in running
back one's genealogy of finding & re-
mote ancestor, who had a very humble
beginniog.

I will now say that we need not be
ashamed of them, because they were
blacksmitls, weavers, or what not.
Away back yonder, when the country
was being eettled, our anceetors in gen~
eral were poor people, who fled from
the persecutions of the old world to
this new one, where by force of talent,
they and their descendants became
prominent. No, eir, our ancestors were
not born with silver spoons in their
mouths. They had to work, and work
hard, to keep the wolf from the door,
and in so doing, they laid the founda-
tion of future greatness for their de-
scendants It wes no shaume then to
work at whatever one's calling was.
But after awhile better times—days of
slavery, and it becime a stigma in ouf
land to labor, and many young men or
this and the former generation feel
themselves very much lowered, to be
told thbat their anceetor was a black-
smith, or labored with hiz bauds at
a very needlul calling. Why, I know &
man who was raised iy Spartanburg
eounty, but went to au adjoining town,
and rose to prominence ag a merchant
who was actnally ashdmed cof his
mother and who, when she was quite a
comely courtry woman, was in Lis
store making some purchase, said to
his sweet heart, who was struck by her
appearance and {nterrogated him about
her: * Oh, she is an old country wo
man.” I have heard a similar tale ofa
kinsman <f mine now living in North
Carolina.

I was tulking the ether day with an
old gentleman about this and kindred
matters, who said that his maternal
ancestor, who was sister to a maternal
ancestor of mine, I will not state how
far back, lest some of their descendants
may feel aggrieved, was the mill boy of
the family, as my ancestress was too
good & hand in the fleld and at house
work to be sent to the mill.

A gentleman some years ago told me
he heard a a eonversation between two
young men of your eity, relating to
their famous pedigrees, when he eap-
ped the olimax, by stating to them, one
of whom was his nephew and the other
akinsman, that his old grandfather
came from Ireland, a weaver by trade,
and that he made his living by making
leather breeches. This was told to
quite a erowd, and was rather mortify-
ing tq the young men. The nephew
went Home and told his aunt what his
uncle had said publiely, and telieved if
he. had been in his place he would not
have told soch a bit of family history.
8o here it is some of us are ashamed,
and some proud of the fac: that our an-
cescors had to labor. Someof us wo-ld
have people belleve that our ancestors
were gentlemen of leisure, and that it
is degrading to their memorics to say
they labored in the fleld, or forge, or
with the needle. The poet said:
“'Honor and shame from no condition
